SOME ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF THE NAE 


The NAE is a service organization. It exists to help de- 
nominations, local churches, mission boards, Christian 
schools and colleges, associations of ministers, and other 
interdenominational and non-denominational evangelical 
agencies to do together what they each can not do alone. 
The services of NAE are often sought and received behind 
the scenes of public ministry, and therefore their value is 
not immediately known to pastors and people and in the 
local churches and sometimes not even to evangelical lead- 
ers. This is a description of some of these services and 
accomplishments. A glance at the list will show you how 
varied and far-reaching these services are. A study of them 
will convince you of the tremendous value of NAE to you 
and your church, as well as to every other evangelical, 
whether affiliated with NAE or not. 


For example, when the Youth for Christ team desired 
to enter the American Occupation Zone of Europe, it was 
discovered that permission could not be granted by either 
the State Department or the Military Administration until 
an interdenominational agency of standing in America 
sponsored the Youth for Christ International and approved 
of their plan to send teams to Europe. The NAE was just 
the organization to do this and thus the doors were opened 
abroad to Youth for Christ teams. The great work accom- 
plished by these teams was thus made possible by United 
Evangelical Action. 

In our own country, the question was raised on several 
state university campuses as to whether Inter-Varsity Fel- 
lowship should be allowed on the campus, inasmuch as it is 
not a “church” agency. This problem was solved by the of- 
ficial endorsement of Inter-Varsity by NAE and thus this 
strong evangelical testimony continued on campuses from 
which it would have been excluded without the cooperation 
NAE makes possible. 

Such accomplishments are possible because twenty-nine 
entire denominations and local churches, schools, mission 
boards and other institutions, from twenty-three more de- 
nominations, are officially affiliated with NAE, giving 
representation to evangelicals of fifty-two different de- 
nominations. This wide representation on a definitely 
evangelical basis, for each one affiliated must affirm the 
seven-point NAE Statement of Faith, proves to the Govern- 
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ment and the public in general that there is a large ele- 
ment in our American churches absolutely loyal to the 
evangelical faith. Moreover, it demonstrates the agreement 
of all these people on the basic truths of Christianity, and 
reveals their willingness to cooperate in matters of com- 
mon concern. 

This bringing together of so many different groups, in 
a four-year-period of time, is, in itself, no small accom- 
plishment. The incidental values are also great. Executives 
of denominations, who never know each other before, have 
found real fellowship with one another. Without compris- 
ing any of their convictions or hindering any of their work 
for Christ, duplications of efforts are being avoided. Mis- 
understandings have been cleared away. New cooperative 
efforts, resulting in greater effectiveness in winning souls, 
have been begun. 

NAE is making evangelical influence felt in other lands, 
too. Many complaints of the persecution of evangelicals in 
Italy have been received by their brethren in this country. 

“Under NAE auspices, a representative committee was 
formed which called on the Italian ambassador to the 
United States. The committee was prepared to furnish him 
documentary proof that the guarantee of religious liberty 
to minority groups in Italy, included in the peace treaty 
with the U.S. and in the Italian Constitution, was being 
flagrantly disregarded. They told him of how men and 
women had been stoned and jailed for no other offense 
than meeting to worship Jesus Christ and preach the gos- 
pel. They informed him of the murder of some preach- 
ers by mobs led by Roman Catholic priests. This confer- 
ence took place on February 3, 1948. On February 4, an 
order was issued from Rome to release all the prisoners 
mentioned, and to open all the Protestant churches which 
had been closed. This order affected several denominations 
in Italy. Maybe yours was one. Certainly these people are 
your evangelical brethren! 

Much of the united evangelical action is carried on 
through the commissions and affiliate organizations of 
NAE. Below are listed a few of their many thrilling accom- 
plishments: 

Commission on Missions and Evangelical Foreign Missions 
oe Association 

... Serving over eighty evangelical mission agencies by se- 
curing passports, visas and transportation, and purchasing, 
at savings, supplies for over one thousand missionaries. 
Twenty-seven boards are in full affiliation. Over 5,000 mis- 
sionaries are on the field under these boards. 

The Washington Office of NAE enjoys cordial relations 
with the Department of State, the embassies of foreign 
countries and members of the Congress. Many permits have 
been secured for evangelicals in various capacities; neces- 
sary contacts with government agencies have been made 
on behalf of evangelical churches, schools, and colleges who 
desired official representation. Close watch of legislation 
affecting religious liberty has been kept and testimony on 
behalf of evangelical interests given at legislative hearings. 
Progress of legislation has been reported to the evangelical 
public. 

The Office of Transportation and Purchasing in New 
York: Besides handling over $100,000 worth of emergency

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Modesty vs Modernism

Text: Phil. 4:5, “Let your moderation 
be known unto all men. The Lord is 
at hand.” 


In considering the subject before us, 
in terms of the above text, may we ex- 
plain that the words composing the 
subject title may not be found in 
the Scriptures in so many words, but 
in substance we find them from Gen- 
esis to Revelation. 

“Modesty,” in the first position, 
means regard for what is proper in 
behavior or manner; in the second 
position, it means reserve concerning 
one’s own power; in the third position, 
it means freedom from what is ex- 
treme—moderation. Hence we get our 
text, “Let your moderation be known 
unto all men”; keep from excess and 
in bounds; calmness of mMiind, speech, 
and action, which are truly religious 
terms, unto which all Christians are 
invited. Modesty, in terms of religion, 
makes certain demands upon its sub- 
jects, such as revelation and spiritual 
insight. These demands cannot be met 
by the insidious and sacrilegious, be- 
cause they deal specifically with love, 
joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, temper- 
ance; against such there is no law. 

Only those who are modest can meet 
the requirements mentioned above. 
Scientifically, modernism is like fire 
and water. We could scarcely live with- 
out its proper usage; yet, if misused, 
it is very destructive. Modernism has 
great demands, if we speak in terms 
of inventions; and under this particu- 
lar caption, the world has made great 
progress in many and various ways too 
numerous to mention here. But, reli- 
giously speaking, modernism has no 
demands. Here is her stand towards 
churches and Christianity: a ten- 
dency towards rationalistic inter- 
pretation of doctrine, which means 
the interpretation of scriptural state- 
ments upon the principle of human 
reason, to the disregard of super- 
natural revelation. Such interpreta- 
tions are given every day we live. 
When men say you cannot live without 
sin, that’s human reason; when such 
are received into church fellowship, 
that’s modernism. 

Paul said, in Gal. 5:19, that adultery, 
fornication, uncleanness, lascivious- 
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ness, idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, var- 
iance, emulation, wrath, strife, sedi- 
tions, heresies, envying, murders, 
drunkenness, revelling, and such like 
were against the Law, and they that do 
such things cannot inherit the king- 
dom of God. 

Modernism denies the above state- 
ment of the apostle, and says we are 
all prone to do such things and that it 
is impossible for a human to live with- 
out its commission. But friend, keep 
in mind modesty is against such hu- 
man reason and interpretations. Yes, 
when you visit the modern congrega- 
tion, you have for, a Sunday School 
teacher a profane cigarette-sucking, 
liquor-drinking, show-going, card- 
playing hypocrite. This usually applies 
if it is a man or a woman. The deacon 
is of the same type and caliber, and 
the preacher is the same. If he does 
not like many things that go on, he 
says nothing about it for fear he will 
lose his job, and maybe his creden- 
tials, and perhaps be kicked out of the 
synagogue. Therefore, he becomes an 
accessory to the crime. Yes, the Icha- 
bods stand in the choir, painted and 
decorated like show clowns, with the 
smell of cigarettes and liquor on their 
breath, and sing “Down at the Cross” 
and “Oh How I Love Jesus.” Is that re- 
ligion? That’s what modernism calls 
it. 

I realize that what I have said in 


the last one hundred and fifty words 
gounds dark and ugly, but it is the 
truth. It does prevail, and it is danger- 
ous and destructive. Modernism has 
covered the land. Millions are being 
deceived into its jaws and clutches, to 
be finally lost. The above principles 
modesty is against. There is a great 
conquest on today, and moderation 
calls for men and women who are not 
afraid, men who will stand for right 
and not compromise, and who are not 
ashamed of the gospel of Jesus Christ. 

In Psalm 119:6, David said, “Then 
shall I not be ashamed when I have 
respect unto.all thy commandments.” 
The reason many so-called Christians 
are ashamed of holiness, they have not 
had any respect for the command- 
ments of God. Therefore, they com- 
promise with the modern way of 
Christian pretension. David said 
further, “I will meditate in thy pre- 
cepts, and have respect unto thy 
ways”; yes, God’s way and not the way 
of modernism. Moses could have been 
a modernistic philosopher. He had 
every opportunity to train for such 
during his youthful days, but he 
just would* not compromise with 
the devil. He esteemed the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the treas- 
ures in Egypt, for he had respect unto 
the recompence of reward. 

In bygone days, God used the, youth 
for combat. There is a great secret in 
the action of youth. This has come to 
light over a period of years, even in 
political and military circles. Twenty- 
five years ago, when Adolph Hitler, of 
Germany, was constructing his gigan- 
tic war machine, he resorted to and 
specialized: in the youth. The result 
was that he built an army that was 
hard to beat. When the late President 
Roosevelt considered war, he special- 
ized in the youth of America. The re- 
sult was victory and success over the 
Axis powers of the world. 

What is the secret of youthful ac- 
tion? The youth has an alert mind, 
energy, will-power, ambition, and de- 
termination that men do not have who 
have put their. lives behind them. 
Twenty-five years ago, the youth had 
no place in the Christian ranks. They 
were not needed, in the opinion of 
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Prosperi ty —- 


The Lord spoke unto Joshua, the 
minister of Moses, saying, “This book 
of the law shall not depart out of thy 
mouth; but thou shalt meditate there- 
in day and night, that thou mayest ob- 
serve to do according to all that is 
written therein: for then thou shalt 
make thy way prosperous, and then 
thou shalt have good success,” Josh. 
1:8. 

Joshua, whose name denotes Jehova- 
Saviour, is a type of Christ, the “cap- 
tain of our salvation,” who is leading 
us onward, from victory to victory, 
making our way prosperous. 

We notice here that Jehovah, God, 
promised to be with Joshua, and to 
make his way prosperous only on the 
condition that he meditate, both day 
and night, upon the things that are 
contained in the book of the law and 
“observe to do according to all that 
is written therein.” This does not

mean that one must stay awake all of 
the time, since it is necessary to sleep 
some; but it does imply that one 
should meditate continually upon the 
Word during his waking hours, ever 
ready to act in accordance with ‘the 
command of our Lord. 

We are also reminded of what Christ 
said to the disciples, according to the 
scriptures contained in Matthew 
28:18-20, where He commanded them 
to go therefore and teach all nations 
to observe all things whatsoever the 
Lord Himself had ordered. We no-

tice, moreover, that the Lord Jesus 
promised to be with them alway, even 
unto the end of the world, only on the 
condition that they “teachallnations,” 
not just some of the things that He 
commanded, but that they “teach 
them to observe all things whatso- 
ever.” I wonder if we Church of God 
folk are doing what we can to carry 
out the command of our Lord. 

According to the record contained in 
Luke 16:8, Christ said, “The children 
of this world are in their generation 
wiser than the children of light.” 
When one phase of our culture, wheth- 
er it be material or nonmaterial, ad- 
vances faster than the other, there 
results what is termed a “cultural lag.” 
It is sad, but true, nevertheless, and 
we cannot deny the fact, that our 
spiritual culture is lagging behind, 
when compared with the progress be- 
ing made by material culture. 

With her tremendous resources, and 
with the right to employ her initiative, 
free, competitive enterprise, America 
has achieved greater progress in a 
shorter time than any other country 
on earth. American enterprise recog- 
nizes no “last frontiers.” Their fron- 
tiers are constantly expanding; but 
what about us as the Church of God? 
While serving the Church as general 
foreign missions representative, this 
writer, assisted by others on the field, 
has seen 22,935 members, belonging to 








512 full-fellowship churches, brought 
into the Church of God, together with 
mission property to the value of $193,- 
921, during the period of fourteen 
years. This:alone is sufficient evi- 
dence that missions pay big dividends, 
if one may use such a term. There 
is no apparent limit to the amount of 
good we could accomplish, did our 
Mission Board have a larger working- 
capital. Are we really giving what we 
can for this worthy cause when we 
compare our $2.50 a member in the 
United States with $123 per capita 
given to foreign missions annually by 
the Seventh Day Adventists, for exam- 
ple? Should we not meditate on these 
things and “observe to do according 
to all that is written,” in order that 
we, too, may make our “way prosper- 
ous” and “have good success’?

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Do Yourself | Bx 
Chis Favor

I am sure you would not want to do 
anything that would hinder the work 
of God and your own spiritual prog- 
ress. However, I believe that because 
of unbelief in some of God’s great 
promises, your own spiritual growth 
is hindered and God’s cause suffers. 
If you would believe for those things 
God has promised He would do for you, 
and be the recipient of them, then you 
would grow spiritually, and the Church 
would prosper. You would do yourself 
a favor and in turn the Church would 
be blessed. 

Can you, do you, dare you believe 
that the Lord meant what He said, 
when He said, “Give, and it shall be 
given unto you; good measure, pressed 
down, and shaken together, and run- 
ning over, shall men give into your 
bosom. For with the same measure 
that ye mete withal it shall be meas- 
ured to you again,” Luke 6:38? Can 
you not see that you rob yourself of a 
blessing by being close-fisted instead 
of being liberal? when Paul quotes Je- 
sus and says, “It is more blessed to 
give than to receive,” Acts 20:35b. 
When you withhold from your fellow 
man, or from God, you are cheating 
yourself of a blessing, and hindering 
your spiritual progress and also the 
progress of the church. You may think 
your own needs must come first. and 
then if there is anything left that you 
will gladly give after that. My friend, 
if you are living for yourself only, you 
never have anything left to give. Self- 
ishness in the heart will blind you to 
the needs of the church and of the 
poor. 

There is a scripture in the eleventh 
chapter of the book of Proverbs which 
indicates that a close fist will bring 
poverty. Listen to the 24th and 25th 
verses: “There is that scattereth, and 
yet increaseth; and there is that with- 
holdeth more than is meet, but it tend- 
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eth to poverty. The liberal soul shall 
be made fat; and he that watereth 
shall be watered also himself.” You do 
yourself a great injustice by not be- 
lieving these promises God has made 
concerning liberal giving. In the third 
chapter of the book of Proverbs, the 
10th and 11th verses, he tells you to 
“honour the Lord with thy substance, 
and with the firstffuits of all thine in- 
crease: so shall thy barns be filled 
with plenty, and thy presses shall 
burst out with new wine.” Withholding 
from God indicates that we dishonor 
Him. Liberal giving indicates that we 
honor God and show our love for Him. 


You want your heart set on heaven, 
don’t you? Then do what Jesus said in 
Matt. 6:19-21: “Lay not up for your- 
selves treasures upon earth, where 
moth and rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves break through and steal: but 
lay up for yourselves treasures in 
heaven, where neither moth nor rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves do not 
break through nor steal: for where 
your treasure is, there will your heart 
be also.” 

The apostle Paul compares giving to 
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that of sowing seed. We expect the 
harvest to be greater than the amount 
of seed sown. If one sows only a few 
seeds, he will reap comparatively little; 
however, if he sows many seeds, he 
may reap a large harvest. One’s giving 
is to be cheerfully and liberally, as in- 
dicated in 2 Cor. 9:6, 7: “But this I say, 
He which soweth sparingly shall reap 
also sparingly; and he which soweth 
bountifully shall reap also bountifully. 
Every man according as he purposeth 
in his heart, so let him give; not 
grudgingly, or of necessity; for God 
loveth a cheerful giver.” You want 
God to love you, don’t you? 

Christ warned His disciples against 
covetousness when He said, “Take 
heed, and beware of covetousness: for 
a man’s life consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which he pos- 
sesseth,” Luke 12:15. The apostle 
Paul indicated, in 1 Cor. 6:9, 10, that 
the covetous would not inherit the 
kingdom of God.

Lest We forget . ne 


AUL, in writing to the Hebrews, 
tells them to bring to remembrance 
those days when they endured a great 
fight of affliction, when they were 
first brought into the light of the 
gospel, and to “cast not away there- 
fore your confidence, which has 
great recompense of reward.” 

It is surprising how quickly people 
can forget the promises and vows 
they once made to God. When the 
going was hard, when it seemed as 
though God was their only refuge, 
they called upon Him, and promised 
they would live for Him; but then, 
how often have we noticed that those 
same people, when God brought them 
out of their trouble, forgot their vows 
and now go on living inthe same old 
way! 

Our hearts are grieved when we 
notice so many who called upon God 
during the past war, promising to 
give their lives to His service, then 
when peace was declared, they forgot 
all about those.vows. But God has 
not forgotten! He says in His Word 
that it is better to never make a vow 
than to make one and break it. How 
many young men do we know about 
who called upon God when the bul- 
lets were whizzing around them and 
they were in grave danger? The Lord 
heard their cry and brought them 
safely home, but many of them today 
have almost entirely forgotten about 
God. There were precious mothers 
who, during those héurs, turned to 
God, asking Him to spare their sons 
over there somewhere on the battle- 
fields, and then when their sons re- 
turned home, they failed to give God 
first place in their lives and homes, 
and neglected praying and seeking 
God as they once did. 

Friends, looking back and remem- 
bering all those wonderful things God 
did for me, as well as for thousands 
of other young men called into the 
service, somehow I cannot forget it. 
And in these hours, when it seems 
the war clouds might be hovering 
over the land and world, I wonder if 
it would not be good for all of. us to 
call to remembrance all that God did 
for us in times past, how He delivered 
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us in moments of danger, lest we find 
ourselves forgetting God and leaving 
Him out of our lives. 

The remembrances I love to bring 
back are those times, so many times, 
in which I saw the hand of God work- 
ing—using the young Christian serv- 
ice men to lead others to Christ; how 
He filled so many with the Holy 
Spirit, and called a goodly number 
of them into the ministry, right dur- 
ing the war. How I do remember the 
times that God intervened in hours 
of danger, and spared the lives of 
those who called upon Him. 

I have in mind a group of us young 
service men—soldiers, sailors, ma- 
rines, and seabees—over on one of 
the islands in the Pacific, during the 
war with Japan. It happened that 
five or six Spirit-filled young men 
gathered together out in an old tent 
to have prayer meetings and to seek 
God about saving their fellow bud- 
dies. Some of them would go out 
there to tarry for the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost. Others began hear- 
ing about that prayer meeting in the 
little tent over in the sugarcane 
patch, and soon the group had grown 
so large until their little shelter would 
no longer hold them. The leaders of 
the group were Spirit-filled, every one 
of them having received the Baptism, 
and many of them since coming in 
the Army. As the group grew, they 
found the little tent was no longer 
adequate, so upon consulting a near- 
by chaplain at one of the Army hos- 
pitals, he agreed to help them erect 
a larger tent. All the fellows pitched 
in, and in hardly no time, they had a 
little “tent chapel” all their own, and 
a place where others could come and 
get saved and filled with the Spirit. 
The chaplain, much in sympathy with 
the work, donated a small organ; and 
so, with-the other instruments the 
fellows brought, there was plenty of 
good music and singing. 

Yes, I saw God definitely work in 
that group, and such glorious serv- 
ices we had! There would be young 
men from almost every denomination 
coming out, and upon seeing the glory 
and blessing upon the others who 
had been filled with the Holy Ghost, 
they, too, would soon find themselves 
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ye were illuminated, ye endured a g1

desiring and seeking for the experi- 
ence. One young sailor, a member of 
a large denominational church, came 
to the services night after night, but 
not understanding about the bap- 
tism with the Holy Spirit, he could 
not feel free to enter into the serv- 
ices as he would liked to have. One 
night, when the power of God had 
fallen, this young man was the first 
in the altar, tarrying and praising 
God for the Baptism. Yes, he was 
the first that night to receive the ex- 
perience, and I shall never forget the 
joy and happiness that seemed to 
glow from round about him. After 
the rejoicing and praising was over, 
he found himself testifying, “Folks, 
some people don’t believe in this; but 
I tell you, when you get the experi- 
ence, it is real!” 

One night a young fellow, a corporal 
in the Air Corps, who had just moved 
to that island, came out, upon hear- 
ing of “that bunch that prays so 
much over in the tent at the sugar- 
cane patch.” He was the son of a min- 
ister back in California, and had been 
well taught against the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost and speaking in tongues.’ 
On this particular night that he came 
out; the Spirit used one of our Spirit- 
filled fellows, and through him spoke 
a message in tongues. After the serv- 
ice, the corporal came to me, saying, 
“Can you tell me about that speaking 
in tongues? I do not understand. I 
enjoyed your services and all, but I 
should like to know more about this, 
if there is a deeper experience.”

Has brought into existence the 
new Evangelical Uniform Bible Les- 
son Series, which already has a cir- 
culation of more than a million during 
the first year of its cycle. 

The NSSA office has counselled 
scores of pastors and Sunday School 
workers by correspondence, and pub- 
lished a series of four Sunday School 
tracts and four Sunday School blot- 
ters, with a combined circulation of 
nearly a million. 

War Relief Commission of the NAE 


. Has distributed clothing and food’ 


and money relief in France, Belgium, 
Norway, Holland, Greece, Poland, Ger- 
many, Austria, Czechoslovakia, Bul- 
garia, England, Italy, Rumania, Fin- 
land, and Hungary. Shipments of 
Multi-Purpose Food have also been 
sent to evangelical missions in China 
and the Philippines. Altogether, more 
than $30,000,000 worth of food and 


clothing have been distributed in 
these countries in the valuations of the 
countries receiving the goods. Thou- 
sands of Evangelical churches and in- 
dividuals have contributed, and mil- 
lions of individuals have been the re- 
cipients of this relief. One of the great- 
est accomplishments was the recent 
furnishing of food for the Marburg, 
Germany, Conference of Evangelical 
Pastors, when fourteen hundred evan- 
gelical pastors gathered for their first 
conference since the war. This con- 
ference was made possible by the food 
furnished by the War Relief Commis- 
sion of the NAE, for the pastors could 
not furnish their own food, and the 
entertaining city could not furnish it. 

The War Relief Commission of NAE 
gathers relief funds and goods from 
evangelicals, and channels all of it 
through established evangelical agen- 
cies of proven reliability, for distribu- 
tion both to Bible-believing people and 
the unsaved of the countries to which 
it is sent. Less than one-half of one 
per cent of all the goods gathered have 
been lost in transit or through lack of 
distribution facilities. 

This tremendous relief program has 
involved the raising and expenditure 
of over $2,500,000.—National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals.

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Henderson District Up 
and Doing 

The Henderson District of North 
Carolina is up and doing big things 
for God and His Church. We have 
more than a $100,000 building project 
going on at this time all over the Dis- 
trict. The Henderson Church, of which 
the district overseer, Brother R. E. 
Connor, is pastor, has about completed 
a $40,000 brick veneer church build- 
ing. Wake Forest Church, under the 
leadership of Brother E. H. Babb, is 
building a stone church (granite) that 
will be valued at $30,000. Zabulon 
Church, newly organized, is building 
a church valued at about $6,000. The 
Durham Church, of which the writer 
is pastor, is building a church that 
soon will be completed (a _ brick 
veneer), to be valued at approximately 
$30,000.

der the blessing from coming if you do 
not honour God with your gifts. If you 
really loved God, you would be glad to 
give liberally, and in turn God would 
richly bless you. Christ showed His love 
for you, in “that, though he was rich, 
yet for your sakes he became poor, 
that ye through his poverty might be 
rich,” 2 Cor. 8:9. God challenges you 
to prove Him. He wants you to put 
Him to the test; try it and see if what 
I am telling you about in this message 
is not really true. You will find that He 
not only wants the offerings, but He 
wants to have you give to Him the 
tithe, which is really God’s and you 
have no right to withhold it from Him. 
If God cannot trust you with that 
which belongs to another, neither will 
He entrust to you those riches that are 
your own (rightfully). 

Mal. 3:7-10 gives us instructions 
about tithing. The people had neg- 
lected giving the tithe and offerings 
and were cursed because of it, instead 
of blessed. I quote, “Even from the 
days of your fathers ye are gone away 
from mine ordinances, and have not 
kept them. Return unto me and I will 
return unto you, saith the Lord of 
hosts. But ye said, Wherein shall we 
return? Will a man rob God? Yet ye 
have robbed me. But ye say, Wherein 
have we robbed thee? IN TITHES AND 
OFFERINGS. BRING YE ALL THE 
TITHES INTO THE STOREHOUSE, 
THAT THERE MAY BE MEAT IN 
MINE HOUSE, AND PROVE ME NOW 
HEREWITH, SAITH THE LORD OF 
HOSTS, IF I WILL NOT OPEN YOU 
THE WINDOWS OF HEAVEN, AND 
POUR YOU OUT A BLESSING, THAT 
THERE SHALL NOT BE ROOM 
ENOUGH TO RECEIVE IT.” So you see 
that a blessing is promised to those 
who pay their tithes and give of their 
offerings. You can do yourself a great 
favor by believing these promises true 
and then complying with the request 
that God has made about putting your 
treasures in heaven. They will be in 
safekeeping there. 

I should like to say a few things 
about the matter of Christians paying 
their tithes. Some feel that this was 
entirely an Old Testament doctrine 
and, therefore, not binding on the 
New Testament Christians. To a cer- 
tain extent this may be true, but if 
God required at least a tithe under the 
Law, should not we, who are under 
grace, be glad to pay the tithe and 
give even so much the more of our 
means in offerings? I believe we 
should. 
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Abraham paid tithes before the Law 
was given, according to Gen. 14:20, 
and Jacob continued the practice, also, 
before the Law was given. Gen. 28:20- 
22, “And Jacob vowed a vow, saying, If 
God will be with me, and will keep me 
in this way that I go, and will give me 
bread to eat, and raiment to put on, 
so that I come again to my father’s 
house in peace; then shall the Lord 
be my God; and this stone, which I 
have set for a pillar, shall be God’s 
house; and of all that thou shalt give 
me I will surely give the tenth unto 
thee.” 

Moses commanded it, according to 
Deut. 14:22, “Thou shalt truly tithe all 
the increase of thy seed, that the fie]d 
bringeth forth year by year.” 

Nehemiah called for the tithes in 
his day of reformation. Neh. 10:37-39, 
“And that we should bring ... the 
tithes of our ground unto the Levites, 
that the same Levites might have the 
tithes in all the cities of our tillage ... 
and the Levites shall bring up the 
tithe of the tithes untothe houseofour 
God, to the chambers, intothe treasure 
house .. . and we will not forsake the 
house of our God.” 

JESUS COMMENDED the paying of 
tithes, as we see from the following: 
“Woe unto you, scribes and Pherisees, 
hypocrites! for ye PAY TITHES OF 
mint and anise and cummin, and have 
omitted the -weightier matters of the 
law, judgment, mercy, and faith: these 
OUGHT ye to have done, and not to 
leave the other undone.”

Paul believed in giving in proportion 
to the amount of receipts, likely the 
tithe and also freewill offerings. 1 Cor. 
16:1, 2, “Now concerning the collection 
for the saints, as I have given order to 
the churches of Galatia, even so do ye. 
Upon the first day of the week let 
every one of you lay by him in store, 
as God hath prospered him, that there 
be no gatherings when I come.” 

If God’s people all paid the tithes to 
support real spiritual men, who are 
Spirit-filled, it would go a long way 
toward evangelizing this world, and in 
turn, each tither would have God’s 
rich blessings resting upon him.

You 
will do yourself and the Church a 
great favor if you will believe the 
promises God has given about giving, 
and give systematically and consist- 
ently from a heart full of love. Judas 
Iscariot had every opportunity the 
others had, but became covetous and 
died a suicide.
